The prisoners who attemptéd 
to break out of the jail are 
Jackie Lee Noble, serving a 15- 
year sentence from St. Louis 
for robbery, and Don W. De- 
Lapp, under four-year sentence 
for burglary and larceny from 
Madison county.

(AP)—Two car thieves, inmates 
in the federal penitentiary here, 
were accused today of murder- 
ing convicted William Walter 
Remington in a prison dormi- 
tory. 

Remington, former Depart- 
ment of Commerce economist 
convicted of lying when he de- 
nied handing over secret govern- 
ment documents to a Communist 
spy ring, died this morning at 
the penitentiary two days after 
his mysterious beating. 

The motive for the killing was 
not announced. 

Special agent Norman H. Mc- 
Cabe, in charge of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation office 
in Philadelphia which inquired 
into the fatal beating, identified 
the two convicts as George 
(Junior) McCoy, 34 years old, of 
Grundy, Va., and Robert Carl 
Parker, 21, of Washington, D.C. 
Both are serving three-year 
terms for transporting stolen 
cars across state lines.

N GENERAL WIT 
KFARNEY REPORT 
ON SCHOOLS HERE 


Concedes That Admin- 
istrative Expenses Are 
Heavy in Proportion 
to Purely Instruction- 
al Costs. 


General agreement with the 
recommendations of the A. T. 
Kearney & Co. survey of non- 
instructional activities of the 
Board of Education was ex- 
pressed in Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey's re- 
port to board members, made 
public today. 

A similar agreement with 
many of the basic objectives of 


the Kearney recommendations 
for a more centralized and 


economical administrative or- 
ganization was expressed by Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Mervyn E. 


Wiethaupt who pointed out, how- 
ever, that state statutes and 
board rules would have to be 
changed to permit its establish- 
ment. 

Both reports, like those of 
Building Commissioner V. Harry 
Rhodes and Auditor Thor W. 
Bruce earlier, were prepared at 
the request of the board’s evalu- 
ation committee. All four re- 
ports have been forwarded to 
the Kearney headquarters in 
Chicago with a request for com- 
ment. 

Conceding that administrative 
and auxiliary expenses are heavy 
in proportion to purely instruc- 
tional expense in the St. Louis 
public schools, Hickey pointed 
out that cost of the audio-visual 
education and the health and 
hygiene division is classed as 
auxiliary expense rather than in- 
structional outlay as in many 
schools, and that health services 
in many systems are provided 
through municipal agencies. 

Unit Control Cheaper. 


“The administrative organiza- 
tion of the St. Louis Public 
Schools accounts in part for 
higher administrative costs than 
are found in unit- control sys- 
tems,“ he observed. The Kear- 
ney report called for unit con- 
trol when this can be achieved 
through change in state statutes. 

He agreed with a recommen- 
dation that purchasing activity 
be made an independent func- 


tion under a division of plan- 


ning, operating activities and 
business services supervised by 
the superintendent of instruction 
but he doubted the wisdom of 
centralizing food purchasing for 
the lunchrooms. 

Replying to a Kearney criti- 
cism that there has been little 
detailed, concrete, long-range 
planning in reduce pupil load, 

ickey made the following 


points. 


1. The instruction depart- 
ment has never controlled the 
budget. 

2. The per-pupil expendi- 
ture in St. Louis has been 
consistently low. 

3. The St. Louis schools 
have been until recently a seg- 
regated school system. 

4. There is a teacher short- 
age. 

5. The salary schedule for 
teachers is normally below the 
median for cities of com- 
parable size. 

6. The tax rate is not fixed. 

Pupil-Teacher Ratio. 

“Actually, the pupil-teacher 
ratio has been reduced four pu- 
pils per teacher since 1929-30,” 
he said.

Judges Will End Intermittent 
Recommendations on State 
Employes City Pays. 


Pay increase recommendations 
for state employes paid by the 
city will be sent to the city ad- 
ministration only once a year 
hereafter to avoid revision of 
the city budget, circuit judges 
agreed yesterday at their gen- 
eral term meeting. 

A resolution calling for the 
change was approved in re- 
sponse to a request by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker and City 
Counselor Samuel H. Liberman, 
who attended the meeting. They 
asked that pay rise recommenda- 
tions by the circuit bench be 
held until a certain time each 
year instead of being made in- 
termittently as employes apply 
for raises: 

Employes affected are those 
whose top salary limit is set by 
the Board of Aldermen, but 
whose pay within that limit is 
fixed by the circuit judges, Pre- 
siding Judge Waldo C. Mayfield 
said. 

Judge Mayfield appointed 
Judges David A. McMullan, 
Michael J. Scott and David J. 
Murphy as an advisory commit- 
tee to serve if a proposed new 
children’s court building is in- 
cluded in the city’s planned bond 
issue. The judges have peti- 
tioned Mayor Tucker for con- 
sideration of a new Children’s 
building and he has replied fa- 
vorably. 

Seven transfers of judicial as- 
signments were made at the 
meeting, most of them for the 
first six months of 1955. They 
were held to a minimum be- 
cause the judiciary is short 
staffed, Judge Mayfield said. He 
himself remained for a second 
six-month term as presiding 
judge,

FOOD PRICES 
DOWN 02 PCT. 
HERE IN OCTOBER 


Retail food prices in St. Louis 
dropped two-tenths of 1 per cent 
in October, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor reported today. 

For the nation as a whole, 
living costs declined for the 
third straight month, with food 
prices the main factor in a drop 


of two-tenths of 1 per cent. The 
national index eased to 114.5 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average—the 
lowest point this year and the 
lowest since June 1953. 

The over-all level of the cost 
of living in October was eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent below Oc- 
tober 1953. 

In St. Louis, decreases of 2.3 
per cent for meats, poultry and 
fish and nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent for other foods at home 
were offset in part by increases 
of 3.4 per cent for dairy prod- 
ucts and nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent for fruits and vegetables. 
The drop meant a pay cut of 
1 cent an hour for 1,300,000 per- 
sons in the automobile, aircraft 
and farm machinery industries 
whose union contracts are geared 
to the national index.

Record taxes are due in St. 
Louis county for 1954, it was re- 
ported today to the County 
Council by County Clerk Leo E, 
Sievers. The record assessments 
are the result largely of in- 
creased property values in the 


crease in tax rates in some in- 
stances. 

Merchants and manufacturers’ 
taxes due this year amount to 
$1,212,290, an increase of 16 per 
cent over last year.

ZACHER TAX EVASION TRIAL 
RECESSED UNTIL FRIDAY 


Trial of Clarence A. Zacher, 
charged with making false in- 


come tax returns through ex- 
cessive deductions for charitable 
contributions and state sales 
taxes, recessed today until 10 
a.m, Friday. The hearing began 
Nov. 15 before a jury in United 
States District Judge George 
H. Moore’s court. 

Leo J. Hanley, a special agent 
of the Intelligence Division, In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, again 
was a witness today. Several 
additional prosecuting witnesses 
may be heard before the Gov- 
ernment closes its case Friday. 
Defense testimony is expected 
to continue through next week. 

Hanley read to the jury a 
statement Zacher made to In- 
ternal Revenue agents admitting 
“apparent errors” in charitable 
donations reported by him in 
four years, 1947-50. The Gov- 
ernment charges that Zacher 


attempted to evade approximate- 
ly $10,000 through false returns.

Kaufmann Asks 


$10,- 
000,000 Project Be In- 
cluded in $100,000,- 
000 Bond Issue. 


A recommendation that study 
be given to inclusion of a $10,- 
000,000 underground parking ga- 
rage on the riverfront in the 
proposed $100,000,000 municipal 
bond issue was made last night 
by Aloys P. Kaufmann, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Speaking before the B'nai 
Amoona Men's Club, 524 Trin- 
ity avenue, University City, 
Kaufmann said such a garage 
would provide spaces for 3221 
automobiles, making it the larg- 
est underground parking garage 
in the world. 

Plans for such a facility were 
proposed two years ago to the 
Missouri-Illinois Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency by the engineer- 
ing and architectural firm of 
L. Roy Bowen and Associates. 
They included a proposal for 
an underground passageway 
equipped with conveyor belt 
type pedestrian “speedwalks” 
from the garage to Eighth street. 
Kaufmann said. 

He added the “speedwalk” 
could eventually be extended to 
Eighteenth street, making down- 
town St. Louis easily and con- 
veniently accessible to Union 
Station and the proposed Plaza 
development. 

Noting the Mayor’s Off-Street 
Parking Commission had recom- 
mended erection of four parking 
garages and a parking lot in 
the downtown area to accommo- 
date 2143 cars, Kaufmann said 
the Ramp Builders Corp. survey 
had indicated about 5700 spaces 
were needed at this time. 

While the city now operates 
surpface parking facilities on the 
riverfront, Kaufmann said this 
should not delay the under- 
ground project because event- 
ually the surface facilities will 
be eliminated when the Governe- 
ment gets around to developing 
the Jefferson Nationa] Expan- 
sion Memorial. 

Another reason why the pro}- 
ect should not be delayed, he 
said, was that both the proposed 
Mark Twain and Ozark express- 
ways will terminate at the Third 
Street Interregional Highway now 
under construction. 

This will mean many more 
vehicles coming into the down- 
town area east of Broadway, and 
if there is no place to park them, 
much of the huge investment 
in expressways will have been

HE EISENHOWER Adminis- 

tration is beginning to un- 

fold its answer to the Com- 
munist threat of “nibbling sub- 
version.” 

It is an economic answer, not 
a military one. 

It is a program to give real 
economic hope to the under- 
developed nations of Asia, whose 
peoples are the prey of ever- 
mounting Communist seduction 
and pressure. 

It has been under prepara- 
tion for several months. The 
first outlines of its scope and 
character. came at a press con- 
ference which Harold E. Stas- 
sen, Foreign Operations Admin- 


* held only a few min- 


utes after he had talked with 
the President. 

What is projected is an Asian 
Marshall Plan more ambitious 
than anything the United States 
has been doing in the Far East 
thus far. It is-conceived to meet 
the needs and counter the dan- 
gers of “creeping Communism” 
during the period of atomic 
stalemate. 


Europe Invited In. 


The United States will not be 
the only contributor. This is 
one of its major departures 
from the Marshall Plan. Instead, 
the United States will invite all 
the European nations which 
participated in the Marshall 
Plah and which are now enjoy- 
ing “their best economic year 
in history” to join in making 
a collective contribution, along 
with the United States, to Asian 
economic advancement. 

It is better that the United 
States should not be cast in the 
role of exclusive donor to the 
needy nations of the free world. 
It is important for Europe to 
assist and it is important for 
the Asian countries to have it 
thus demonstrated that the of- 
fered aid is not in any way a 
form of economic imperialism. 

The concept of the Marshall 
Plan was a combination of 
American help and self-help. 

The concept of the new Asian 
Marshall Plan is to be a com- 
bination of self-help and collec- 
tive-help from America and 
from the European nations which 
America helped to get on their 
feet after World War II. 

Would Duplicate OEEC. 


The Organization for Euro- 
pean Economic Co-operation, 
which the Europeans organized 
to promote their common recov-

To Be Thankful For 

At this time of year when clouds of winter 
gather, like late autumn itself the news of man- 
kind seems to arrive on a cold north wind. Man 
needs reassurance, so he takes stock, and casts 
about for those blessings which may have come 
to him. . n 

In 1954 it should not be necessary to search 
hard for the fruits of the harvest. The hand 
that reaches finds the apple, and thus it was 
that St. Louisans, Americans, the race of man 
could find much to be thankful for. 


St. Louis, for example, finally made its earn- 
ings tax secure in the City Charter. Slight fruit 
from so much work, perhaps, but in it are the 
seeds of metropolitan progress for years to come 
the revenue for better housing, new express- 
ways, modern institutions. St. Louis can afford 
to live richly if it will. 


And in St. Louis county, the people paused 
for a second time in their fast and often heed- 
less growth. They added the county police 
amendment to the 1950 home rule charter, strip- 
ping the harness off the old sheriff system. Out 
of one cornucopia of ballots came modernized 
law enforcement and a new integration of county 
services. 

* 0 * 

Ilinois turned long enough from its amber 
waves of grain and smoking cities to recognize 
a statesman. Paul H. Douglas was returned to 
the United States Senate. This was more than 
another election return. It was a triumph of 
public thoughtfulness, an award to an outstand- 
ing public servant in a day when public service 
brings so much discouragement. 

But Illinois reflected only part of the sunlight 
on the nation earlier this same month. Perhaps 
decency was not ever-victorious as the people 
went to the polls, but the votes wiped out lie 
after lie and smear after smear in state after 
state. In New York, in Oregon, in Montana, in 
New Jersey, as in Illinois, men of stature grew 
taller than the muddy furrows plowed by reck- 
less political critics. 

Years later, the historian may be able to say 
that 1954 brought a climactic popular revulsion 
against the techniques of distortion and évasion 
which have crept into public life. If that should 
turn out to be so, no greater beneficence could 
grow under those spacious skies. 

Even from across the seas, the harvest of 
friendship came home. There was less reason 
for Americans to feel a reluctant handshake, 
either because allies would not do what we 
wanted them to do, or because we had asked too 
much. For the leaders of Britdin and France 
and West Germany picked up the tatters of the

the reconstruction of the Atlantic defense system 
to include West Germans.

America, for once, was left almost in the role 
of a spectator. Perhaps the lesson was that a 
nation which aspires to lead others must also 
go along with them. In any case the crop was 
bountiful and the tillage might have been far 
more painful. 

As the free world began its new project for 
co-operation and peace, one fact was certainly 
inescapable: the world was at peace. Uneasy, 
dangerous, uncertain, but still peace. 

In spite of talk and threats of a spreading 
war, a truce came out of Indochina. In spite of 
timidity and misgivings, the East and West met 
in the United Nations to try to work out a plan 
for using their atomic sciences for peace. 

In 1954, coexistence did not become the dirty 
word which some politicians tried to make of it. 
Is there, in this one world of jealousy and fear, 
a real distinction any longer between coexistence 
and existence? It was long ago that Paul advised 
the Romans: ; 

Let us therefore follow after the things 
which make for peace, and things wherewit 
one may edify another. . 

The universal blessing of mankind is hope, and 
there is nothing greater to be thankful for.

If Communist China desires either to be re- 
ognized by the United States or admitted to the

eriminal espionage “seriously jeopardizing the 
security of China.” 

As reported from Tokyo, a 24-year-old Ameri- 
ean, John T. Downey of Connecticut, has been 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Richard G. Fec- 
teau of Massachusetts has been sentenced to 20 
years. Two Air Force officers, Col. John K. Ar- 
nold Jr. of Maryland, and Maj. William H. 
Baumer of Pennsylvania, are sentenced to 
eight and six years respectively. Eight members 
of the crew of Air Force Capt. Eugene J. Vaadi 
of New York are given sentences ranging from 
four years to six years each. 

The American people are going to demand 
a lot more in the way of information about these 
men and what they were doing and how and 
why they were sentenced. Some or all of them 
may have been engaged in espionage. But again 
that charge may be entirely trumped up—which 
is what the State Department says flatly.

The C.E.D. is a private research organization 

of business leaders. Though it does not usually 

take the extreme conservative attitude toward 
questions of public finance and economic pol- 
icy, neither can it be considered radical,“ not 
by a long shot. And so when it supperts a tariff- 
reduction program which goes beyond that of 
the Randall commission and of President Eisen- 
hower, its counsel is worthy of notice. 

The President has not dared to ask for more 
than à three-year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, but the C.E.D., im- 
pressed with the need for a period of stability. 
in tariff policy during which foreign traders 
can know what to count on, urges renewal for 
five years. And where the President proposed 
to leave the present “peril point” and escape 
clause provisions in the act, the C.E.D. would 
modify them so that they could be used only 
where tariff cuts threatened really serious hard- 
ship to an American industry. 

The organization asks that the President be 
authorized to reduce tariffs up to 5 per cent a 
year, to establish a 50 per cent maximum for 
any tariff, to suspend tariffs altogether on ar- 
ticles not produced in substantial quantity in 
America, and—perhaps most important of all— 
to exchange tariff cuts for trade concessions 
outside the tariff structure—reduced import 
quotas, for example. 

On an advisory board of 33, two members 
dissented from this stand and two who were 
out of the country did not take part. The dis- 
senters advanced the view that the United 
States is already a low-tariff country and that 
more experience under the tariff schedules now 
in effect should be had before further cuts 
are made. :

“Home for Thanksgiving,” a familiar 
American phrase, calls up pictures of 
the family gathered around a generous- 
ly spread table.

Last year the winning runner came 
panting in at 10:17 a.m. to claim his 
trophy, a golden statuette of a runner. 
The next two receive medals, and all 
participants get keen appetities. 

After watching the finish of the Tur- 
key Trot, most of the students relax in 
their rooms or in dormitory parlors. 
Couples go for walks; an adventuresome 
few may play tennis.

OB HOPE has been in Europe for the past 
Bent filming a television show and playing 
a half a dozen to a dozen Army camps and 
G.I, shows.

“There were 182 voices. Count them,” said 
Hope. “One hundred and eighty-two voices. 
They could even drown out a four-year-old re- 

cording of Mario Lanza.“

WHEN HOPE TRAVELS for business his writ- 
ers complain they do not get to see too much of 
the local scene. Martin Ragaway, one of his gag 
men, said: “He locked us in our hotel room in 
London for three days and kept the key. 
Finally, on the third day, he said: ‘Gee, I’ve 
been very consonsiderate of you people. You 
boys probably haven’t seen anything of London. 
Don’t go away.’ And then Hope went down- 
stairs and sent up 40 picture postcards of Lon- 
don scenes.” 

The Hope show was one of the first commer- 
cial TV shows to be done in London al ough 
it did not go over the air in England because 
of union trouble. But British announcer Me- 
Donald Hobley told the English theater audience 
who attended the show: “You are going to hear 
me say something I’ve never said before I'm 
going to make a commercial announcement.“ 


RRR 


THEN CONTINUING with tongue in cheek, 
Hobley asked his audience to refrain from laugh- 
ing when he mentioned the sponsors. 

“However amusing it may sound to vou,“ he 
said, “American audiences never laugh at the 
commercials, so while I mention names that 
you have never heard befor nor are likely to 
hear again, do be serious, won’t you?” 

Hope has had his usual travel difficulties. One 
evening he was presented to Queen Elizabeth 
at the London Variety Command Performance. 
The next evening he flew to Paris, but forgot 
his passport, and the French authorities threat- 
ened to lock him up. A few days later he was 
made an honorary citizen of Paris by the Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Council. 

“This is a wonderful country,“ Hope said. 
“They give you the choice of going to jail or 
becoming a citizen of Paris.”

ALTHOUGH THE COMEDIAN makes over 
$1,000,000 a year, he seems happiest when he's 
entertaining members of the armed forces. He 
did two shows in one night at La Rochelle and 
Chateauroux in France, and then flew in to give 
another show at the Olympia for soldiers and 
airmen in the Paris area, and then went over 
to do another show for the United States Ma- 
rines who were celebrating their 179th birthday 
at the Hotel Continental. 

“Boy, do I have a great idea,” he said. “The 
Navy told me that every once in a while the 
whole Mediterranean Fleet sails into Naples. 
What I want to do is get on a helicopter and fly 
from ship to ship. What a television show that 
would make. I'd have a fresh audience for 
every gag. 

„J want to come back to Europe bad. I would 
take a job as a golf pro at a miniature golf 
course in Monte Carlo if I could stay here.”

HOPE SAYS HE LIKES to play to English 
audiences. 

“The English are very kind to American hu- 
mor. They like the rapid-fire delivery in con- 
trast to their own comics, who usually go in for 
character and situation comedy. They call me 
a dasher because I don’t play it slowly and be- 
cause I like to get as many laughs in a half- 
minute as possible.” 

A man from the BBC agreed that the British 
audiencees liked him: With the exception of 
Hope’s gags about English coffee tasting like 
gasoline, and excessive tea drinking making him 
fee] that every time he walked he sloshed, Bob 
struck a very responsive chord throughout his 
monologue.”

Atomic Medicine 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE use of the atom in medical diagnosis and research 
T is and has been a very important one.. You probably 

think of the atom and nuclear physics mostly in connec- 
tion with “the bomb” or with power generation. 

One of the most successful applications of atomic medi- 
cine to medical diagnosis is in testing thyroid function, The 
thyroid, shaped somewhat like a saddle bag lying across the 
trachea in the throat, controls many important body func- 
tions. Sometimes it overworks, producing too much thyroid 
hormone. At other times, it is sluggish, producing too little 
hormone. 


Xx X * 
PREVIOUS TESTS have depended on checking general 
body metabolism—how fast the body engine is running 
based on its oxygen consumption. This test, the basal meta- 


_bolic rate or BMR, is also influenced by emotions and other 


factors. The BMR is useful when the patient is calm and 
not fearful of the strange machinery. 

Iodine, made radioactive by nuclear bombardment in 
the atomic piles of Oak Ridge, can be used to find out 
whether the thyroid is working normally. The thyroid needs 
the iodine in the food you eat for making its hormone. 
Nearly all of the iodine goes into the thyroid gland. This 
fact makes the radioactive iodine test possible. 

A tiny bit, just a few millionths of a gram, of a salt of 
radioactive iodine is dissolved in a glass of water. You 
drink it. A day or two later, the radiation coming from your 
thyroid gland is measured by applying a special device to 
the outside of your neck. It allows calculation of how much 
of the radioactive iodine settled in the thyroid gland. This 
compared with the amount drunk, accurately indicates 
whether the thyroid is functioning normally, too much or 
too little. The amount of radioactivity is so small it cannot 
hurt the gland. 

x X * | 

THOUGH NOT YET WIDELY useful, radioactive iso- 
topes are being studied for use in separating malignant 
(cancerous) from benign tumors. They are also being stu- 
died for possible usefulness in locating brain tumors more 
accurately, making earlier beneficial brain surgery more 
practicable, 

Radioactive isotopes are becoming important aids in 
studying blood flow and the adequacy of blood circulation 
to certain tissues or organs of the body. The isotope can be 
injected in a vein and the time of arrival at the organ under 
study detected by a Geiger counter. This could become 
useful in the study of heart circulation and in the study of 
artery diseases in the extremities. 

So far, the radioactive isotopes have not been of much 
use in treatment. A large amount of radioactive iodine can 
be used instead of surgery in treating excessive thyroid ac- 
tivity. Radioactive cobalt is a cheaper substitute for radium. 
But at the present time, the chief use for these interesting 
chemicals is in medical diagnosis and research.

Lincoln as His Secretary Saw Him 


John Hay in Diary Says President Hod Idea’ of Taking Command After Lee's Army Got Away

PROVIDENCE, R. I. 
Nov. 24 (INS) 


N insight into the problems, 

complications and frustra- 

tions faced by Abraham Lin- 
coln during the Civil War is 
given in the diaries and papers 
of John Hay, Lincoln’s youthful 
secretary—a collection of enor- 
mous historical value recently 
donated to Brown . University 
here. 

The diaries and journals of 
Hay, who later became Secre- 
tary of State and was an associ- 
ate of Presidents up to the day 
of Theodore Roosevelt, were 
given to the John Hay library 
by his daughter, Mrs. James W. 
Wadsworth Jr. of New York. 
She also loaned to the library 
her father’s letters to his associ- 
ate John G. Nicolay, another 
Lincoln secretary. 

As the tides of war flowed 
and ebbed, the painstaking Hay 
recorded their movements. He 
saw Lincoln involved in two 


Hay, a Brown University grad- 
uate, won Lincoln's confidence 
with his ability and loyalty; he 
knew the President as well as 
any man during the war years. 
As such, his diaries give rise to 
this question: 

Did President Lincoln give 
serious consideration to the idea 
of taking personal command of 
the Union Forces at Gettys- 
burg? . Hay—on July 15, 1863— 
made this brief but significant 
entry in his diary: 

R. T.L. (Robert T. Lincoln) 
says the Tycoon (Lincoln) is 
grieved silently but deeply 
about the escape of Lee. He 
said: ‘If I had gone up there I 
could have whipped them my- 
self.’ I know he had that idea.” 

‘On the previous day Lincoln 
had received: word from Gen. 
George Gordon Meade, com- 
mander of the Union Forces at 
Gettysburg that the enemy had 
gotten away. This is what Hay 
recorded in his diary: “The 
President was deeply grieved. 
We had them within our grip, 
he said. We had only to stretch 
forth our hands and they were 
ours. And nothing I could say 
or do could make the Army 
move.” 

Historians may wrangle over 
the meaning of Hay's line— I 
know he had that idea”—but 
one fact stands out in sharp 
focus. Hay was not a man who 
jumped at conclusions. He 
knew Lincoln because he was 
with him daily and knew how 
the President felt about the

Meade checked the advance 

t he failed to follow Lee 
when the latter withdrew. As 
a result, Lee and his army got 
away safely. 

Hay graduated from Brown in 
1858 and returned to his home 
in Illinois to study law. When 
Lincoln was elected President 
he engaged Nicolay as his secre- 
tary and then asked the 23-year- 
old Hay to become Nicolay’s 
assistant. 

Hay, after the close of the 
war, entered the diplomatic 
service and in 1870 became an 
editorial writer on the New 
York Tribune. President Me- 
Kinley called him back to the 
diplomatic service in 1897 and 
appointed him Ambassador to 
Great Britain. A year later 
Hay became Secretary of State 
and stayed in that post until 
his death in 1905. 

Brown University paid him 
tribute when it named its li- 
brary in his honor, and the spe- 
cial collection. department and 
the Hay collection has been en- 
riched by gifts such as the 
recent ones by his daughter. 

A study of the material 
proves that Hay recorded the 
activities in the White House 
and the trials of Lincoln with 
great care. Nothing escaped 
his attention. Whether it was 
an important utterance by the 
President, the tension experi- 
enced by Lincoln when wai 
for battle news or a flash 
wit which is seemingly of no 
importance, Hay jotted it down. 
The notations form something 
akin to a jig-saw puzzle, but 
each hag a place in the general 
pattern. 


Hay long to recognize that his

chief—The Tycoon—faced con- 
flict on more than the shooting 
war front. 


Salmon P. Chase, Secretary of 
the Treasury in the Lincoln Cab- 
inet, wanted to be President. 
What: he did in attempting to at- 
tain that goal forms one of the 
most colorful chapters on in- 
trigue in the annals of Ameri- 
can history. 


This is what young Hay 
thought about it. Under the 
heading, “Mr. Chase’s presiden- 
tial exertions,” he wrote in his 
diary on Oct. 18, 1863, this cryp- 
tic account of a report he gave 
to Lincoln: 


“I gave him my impression of 
the conduct of Mr. C. in trying 
to cut under in the way he is 
doing, instancing what Governor 
Dennison of New York had re- 
lated. He (Lincoln) said it was 
very bad taste but that he had 
determined to shut his eyes to 
all these performances; that 
Chase made a good secretary 
and that he would keep him 
where he is. If he becomes 
President, all right. I hope we 
may never have a worse man. I 
have all along clearly seen his 
plan of strengthening himself. 
Whenever he says that im- 
portant matter is troub me, 
if I am compelled to decide it 
in a way to give offense to a 
man of some influence he al- 
ways ranges himself in opposi- 
tion to me and persuades the 
victim that he has been hardly 
dealt by and that Mr. C. would 
have arranged it very different- 
ly. I am entirely indifferent as 
to his success or failure in these 
schemes, so long as he does his 
duty as head of the Treasury 
Department.” 

. . 

T is clear from Hay's jour- 
| nais, diaries and letters to 

Nicolay that a genuine friend- 
ship existed between the Presi- 
dent and his two secretaries. 
This is apparent from Hay's 
journal of April 30, 1864: 

“A little after midnight as I 
was writing those last lines the 
President came into the office 
laughing, with a volumn of 
Hood’s works in his hand to 
show Nicolay and me the little 
caricature — An Unfortunate 


Bee-ing—seemingly utterly un- 


trich

was laughing at. What a man he

him the fun of one of poor 
Hood’s queer little conceits.“ 


Hay was fond of alluding to 
the President as The Tycoon 
and also as the Ancient, but he 
meant no disrespect. His ad- 
miration for Lincoln is ex- 
pressed in a letter to Nicolay on 
Aug. 7, 1862: 


“The Tycoon Is in fine whack. 
I have rarely seen him more 
serene and busy. He is manag- 
ing the war, the draft, foreign 
relations and planning a recon- 
struction of the Union, all at 
once. I never knew with what 
tyrannous authority he rules the 
Cabinet until now. The most 
important things he decides and 
there is no cavil. I am growing 
more and more convinced that 
the good of the country abso- 
lutely demands that he should 
be kept where he is until this 
thing is over. There is no man 
in the country so wise, so gentle 
and so firm. I believe the hand 
of God placed him where he is.” 

1 
ONCERNING Mrs. Lincoln, 
the youthful secretary does 
not express such admiration. 

Nicolay was apparently away 
from the White House very fre- 
quently but Hay kept him ad- 
vised as to White House activi- 
ties. Some of the letters were 
scribbled on the backs of o 
velopes, some on scraps 
ng others on the official 
letterheads of the Executive 
Mansion. 

In a letter to Nicolay on Aug. 
24, 1861, Hay wrote: “Bob L. 
(Robert T. Lincoln) came this 
morning bringing positive or- 
ders from his mother for me to 
join her at New York for an ex- 
tension of her trip. I don't 
know where. Of course I can't 

o—as things look.” 
0 Hay had been ill, but his i- 
ness was not of a serious nature. 
However, apparently Mrs. Lin- 
coln wished to extend a bit of 


help. 

There is quite another tone in 
his letter to Nicolay on April 5, 
1862. With his characteristic 
frankness, Hay refers to Mrs. 
Lincoln as a Hell-Cat. He said: 

“The devil is abroad, having 
great wrath. His daughter, the 
Hell-Cat sent Stackpole in to 
blackguard me about the feed 
of her horses. She thinks there 
is cheating round the board and 
with that candor so charming 
in the young does not hesitate 
to say so. I declined opening 
communications on the subject.

I merely record this un- 
paralleled insolence of epaulettes 
without comment, It is the first 
indication I have yet seen of the 
threatened supremacy of the 
military authorities. 

“Coming home I spoke to the 
President about the matter but 
he seemed not to have noticed it 
specially, saying it was better 
at this time not to be making 
points of etiquette and personal 
dignity.” 

Oct. 28, 1862 found Hay at his 
home in Illinois and in a letter 
to Nicolay he had this to say 
about McClellan: 

“You cannot imagine the ear- 
nestness of denunciation which 
fills the West in regard to Mc- 
Clellan. I have not heard one 
single man defend him. If he 
should be sent West to command 
our troops his presence would 

demoralize the Army. His con- 
tinuance to command in the East 
begins to shake the confidence 
of some of our best friends in 
the Government.” 

That Lincoln followed the 
movements of the Army very 
carefully and kept in personal 
touch with the commanders is 
apparent from the following let- 
ter Hay penned to Nicolay on 
Aug. 11, 1862: 

“You will have seen by the 
papers that Pope has been run- 
ning his head into a hornet’s 
nest. He fought a desperate bat- 
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tle the other day or rather 
Banks did—Pope coming up at 
the end of it. He stands now 
in a good position eager for an- 
other fight and confident of 
licking the enemy. 

“The Tycoon has given an 
order that he should fight where 
there is a first-rate chance of 
cleaning them out. The Tycoon 
thinks a defeat would be a 
greater nuisance than several 
victories would abate.” 

Hay completes the letter with 
this thrust of humor: 

“If in the wild woods you 
scrouge an Indian damsel, steal 
her moccasins while she sleeps 
and bring them to me. The Ty- 
coon has just received a pair 
gorgeously quilled from an In- 
dian agent who is accused of 
stealing. He put them on and 
grinned. Will he remember 
them on the day when Caleb 
proposes another to fill the 
peculating donor's office?”

AY apparently failed to 

grasp the significance of 

Lincoln's classic address at 
the dedication of the Gettysburg 
cemetery on Nov. 19, 1862. 

Edward Everett, noted orator, 
delivered the dedicatory address. 
Lincoln followed and it took 
him about two minutes to de- 
liver his tribute to those who 
died on the battlefield and ex- 
press the hope “that this nation, 
under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom—and that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.” 

Hay accompanied the Presi- 
dent to Gettysburg. In his diary 
he comments briefly: 

“Mr. Everett spoke as he al- 
ways does — perfectly — and the 
President in a fine free way, 
with more grace than is his 
wont said his half dozen lines 
of consecration and the music 
walled and we went home 
through crowded and cheering 
streets.” 

Everett's address, which took 
two hours to deliver, was ac- 
claimed throughout the North, 
but Lincoln’s brief remarks were 
not given a great deal of con- 
sideration. The President him- 
self was not particularly en- 
thusiastic about his talk and it 
was sometime after its delivery 
that its full richness and import 
became recognized. 

The material in the John Hay 
library forms an intimate rec- 
ord of the Union side of the 
Civil war and is of value to his- 
torians. Hay’s frankness, candor 
and sense of fair play make the 
events, important and trivial, 
take on a new freshness and sig- 
nificance. Hay's widow pub- 
lished the diaries and many of 
the letters for private circula- 
tion in 1908 but she was care- 
ful to delete names. She sub- 
stituted initials,

West, fortunately for his side, 
hit upon a low heart opening, 
and before declarer could take a 
deep breath he had lost two 
heart tricks and a third-round 
ruff. Then the diamond finesse 
went wrong, and the net result 
was 100 points for East-West. 

To repeat, North-South had to 
be pretty unlucky to be beaten 
at four spades, yet the fact re- 
mains that they should have 
landed at an unbeatable con- 
tract, namely, three no-trump. 

To start with, South might 
well have made a stronger bid 
than two spades over North's 
constructive two-club response. 
True, South was not strong 
enough for a jump rebid of 
three spades, but he was strong 
enough for a rebid of two no- 
trump. This latter call would 
not necessarily mean that South 
was abandoning spades as a fi- 
nal contract—North might elect 
to give a delayed spade raise. 
(Actually, however, North should 
bid three no-trump over two no- 
trump.) 

A second point is that No.*h, 
over his partner's actual twa- 
spade rebid, might well heve 
bid two no-trump instead of 
three spades; and a third point 
is that South should have tried 
out three-no-trump over three 
spades instead of definitely eom- 
mitting the hand to the major- 
suit contract.

nor is he morally responsible. 
Maybe he was raised on poor 
milk, or else he hated his 
grandfather, or his mother 
loved him too much, or his 
1 had no boys’ 
elub.

IT MAKES little difference 
what the escapes are from 
personal responsibility. Wheth- 
er they be the Darwinian ex- 
planation that such people 
have a “fall” in the evolution- 
ary process, or the Marxian 
and Communistic notion that 
they were badly formed by a 
wrong arrangement of atoms, 
or the Freudian that they had 
either a grandfather or a 
grandmother complex — the 
fact remains that the modern 
man is drifting toward the 
assumption that he cannot do 
anything wrong. 

As Joseph Wood Krutch has 
so well put it: On the radio 
one may hear pre-adolescent 
participants in junior forums 
assuring one another that 
when other children are what 
used to be called naughty.“ 
that is ‘only their way of 
showing that they need more 
love’; and thus from the ten- 
derest age the future citizens 
are taught the art of exculpa- 
tion and conditioned to be- 
lieve that nothing but condi- 
tioning is important.” 
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WE CANNOT HAVE it both 
ways: if we are free, we are 
responsible; if we are not re- 
sponsible, we are not free. Ice 
is not free; therefore it is not 
blamed for melting. Adding 
machines are not free; there- 
fore they are not patted on 
the keys for adding correctly. 
Man is free; therefore he is 
to be held accountable for all 


his thoughts and desires and 


actions. 

Hell is a guarantee of hu- 
man freedom—grant that it 
be a negative guarantee. But 
at least it does mean that a 
man can be so free as to free- 
ly determine his condition for 
all eternity. 

If we are to maintain a free 


_ world, we have to maintain 


a responsible world, and in a 
r nsible world not every- 

y is “nice” and not every- 
body who does wrong is “anti- 
social.” 

Robinson Crusoe could not 
have been anti-social when 
alone on the island, but he 
could have done wrong things 
and been morally responsible 
in his conscience to some- 
day render an account of his 
stewardship. 


Man is invested with the 
regal power of choice, and 
with this faculty he cannot 
be driven into sin by any so- 
cial forces, unless ne will- 
ingly consents. 

When Stephen was stoned, 
his prayer was: “Lay not this 
sin to their charge.” Three 
years later, St. Paul, recalling 
the stoning of Stephen, as he 
held the garments of those 
who threw the rocks, said: “I 
stood by and consented.” 
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WE CANNOT HAVE it both 
ways. Lincoln said “no peo- 
ple can remain half slave and 
half free.” So it is with a 
civilization. We cannot on 
the one hand believe that we 
are free citizens and then 
blame all our actions on eco- 
nomics and social conditions 
when we do wrong. 

If we are not free, then who 
shall be virtuous? Can every- 
thing evil we do be blamed 
on our grandmothers, and at 
the same time, everything 
good be attributable to our- 
selves? If our evil deeds are 
determined by our glands or 
by economic circumstances, 
then why are not our good 
deeds determined by our 
grandfathers or by a housing 
development? 

Heaven itself has guaran- 
teed human freedom when it 
assured us of the final judg- 
ment. As a business man at 
the end of a day takes a slip 
out of the cash register on 
which is written the debits 
and credits, so a record shall 
be taken from our conscience 
on the last day on which is 
written the guilty and the 
praiseworthy deeds of our life. 
The universe is free because 
we will be judged as respon- 
sible beings.
